Congress Move Enrages Union 


WASHINGTON (UPJ>—Mediators today sought 
to calm airline machinists enraged by rare congres­ 
sional move to break their 16-day walkout with a 
virtual federal takeover of five struck airlines, East­ 
ern, TWA, United, Northwest and National. 
Assistant Labor Secretary James 
P. Reynolds, who was to meet with 
both sides today took airline and un­ 
ion men into private talks last night 
to try to calm the situation. 
Sen. Wayne L. Morse, D-Ore., in­ 
troduced the joint resolution which 
would permit the President and a 
federal court to hand over the lines 
to a receivership with all profits 
going to the U.S. Treasury. The 
resolution would not apply to any other labor dispute 
President P. L. (Roy) Seimiller of the striking 
International Association of Machinists said the Morse 
resolution was prompted more by “vanity” than con­ 
cern. He said it gave the airlines an excuse “to lay 
in the weeds and hide behind Congress.” 
He said the union thought Morse “was wrong,” 
and that the five carriers were “totally irresponsible 
in their labor relations.” 
The strike is costing the carriers $7 million a day 
in revenue. In addition to 34,500 strikers, 66,000 
other airline employees have been laid off. Service to 
150,000 passengers a day has stopped. 
Under the Morse resolution, Congress would de­ 
clare the strike threatened essential transportation 
and in effect imperiled the health, safety and national 
defense of the United States. 


Dodd Denies Double Fare Deal 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Sen. Thomas J. Dodd has 
denied that the Los Angeles Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce paid his air fare to California in 1964 during 
an investigation for which he was reimbursed by the 
Senate. 
He said the Jaycees’ $320.78 check was for his 
wife's expenses. 
“My own expenses for the California trip, includ­ 
ing by air transportation, were properly paid by the 
juvenile delinquency subcommittee in connection 
with our investigation into drug addiction and the in­ 
terstate shipment of firearms,” the Connecticut Demo­ 
crat said yesterday in a statement. 
Victor Stark, executive secretary of the Jaycees, 
said the organization also sent the senator a check for 
$320.78 for his air fare. Senate records show Dodd was 
paid a similar amount from the Senate contingent 
fund for his roundtrip fare. 
Dodd is under investigation by the Senate Ethics 
Committee on misconduct charges. 


Speck's Heart Said Not Serious 


CHICAGO (AP)— Doctors say the man accused of 
slaying eight student nurses has not suffered a heart 
attack and will be able to go on trial. 
Richard Speck, 24, has pericarditis— an inflam­ 
mation of the sac surrounding the heart— and “is do­ 
ing quite well,” Dr. Sheldon Slodki, cardiologist at the 
Cermak Memorial (Bridwell) Hospital in the city jail, 
told a news conference yesterday. 
Doctors had said when Speck became ill several 
days ago that there was an 80 per cent chance he had 
suffered a heart attack. 
Slodki said Speck’s temperature was normal and 
his condition was “fine.” 
He said Speck would not be allowed on his feet 
until he has been free of fever for several days.

Hearings before the board 
have been halted until the court 
decides whether the physicians’ 
attorneys should see prosecu­ 
tion evidence. 
The court directed the board’s 
hearing officer to show cause 
why the evidence should not be 
made available by July 29. 
San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Joseph Karesh had ruled 
earlier that the evidence could 
be withheld because the hear­ 
ing is administrative, not judi 
cial. In judicial proceedings, the 
right of “discovery” requires 
that evidence be available to 
the defense. 
Both doctors are charged with 
performing illegal therapeutic 
abortions. The doctors say they 
operated on women who risked 
bearing deformed children be­ 
cause they contracted German 
measles during their pregnan­ 
cies. 
State law allows abortion only 
to preserve the life of the 
mother. 
The Supreme Court is expect­ 
ed to rule on the “discovery” 
issue In August or September.

To Create Chiffon 


I would like some informa­ 
tion about a pattern for a chif­ 
fon dress with the bodice cut 
all in once piece, Iront and 
back. There are no seams on 
the shoulder of the arm or the 
sleeve. The only seams are the 
underarm seam and a center 
back closing. The ready-made 
dresses are made like this but 
1 haven’t been able to find a 
pattern like this. Could you tell 
me how this can be accom­ 
plished? 
MRS. L. C. P. 


DEAR MRS. L. C. P.: 
I am most hesitant to give 
information about chiffons be­ 
cause it takes a real master 
with the needle to accomplish a 
costume room look to chiffons. 
Often it is a good idea to use 
a double layer of chiffon, in 
that way you can avoid facings. 
To finish a neckline, cither use 
a very narrow bias, or if it is 
double, don’t use inter-facing or 
a facing. Remember to trim all 
seams very close to the stitch­ 
ing line. 
You will treat the seams as 
you would organdy, or any fab­ 
ric that you can see through. 
Never notch out a seam or clip 
it. The same effect can be ac­ 
complished by trimming seams 
to '* inch. Also, for a center 
back closing, you may wish to 
use tiny loops and covered but­ 
tons. Perhaps even leaving the 
back open except one button at 
the neck, and then continue the 
buttons 8 inches or 10 inches 
below the neckline would be 
suitable. 
In order to avoid a shoulder 
seam, you must lap the seam- 
line of the front bodice over 
the seam-line of the back at the 
shoulder. You will not be able 
to have a shaped curve you 
would usually find on any rag- 
lan-tvpe sleeve. It will have to 
be straight, since you won’t 
have a seam to curve in. The 
softness of the chiffon makes 


it possible to do some of these 
unorthodox things and still have 
a beautiful effect.

(U PIi-A 
J set of 75 photographs depicting 
Indian life and made from rare 
M glass negatives more than 80 
I years old have been presented 
to the Fort Sill Museum.

wet 
plate 
negatives, 
made by former Fort Sill pho­ 
tographer 
William 
S. 
Soule, 
were uncovered recently by two 
California researchers. 
Soule was an amateur pho­ 
tographer from Boston who ap­ 
parently turned professional on 
his arrival in the west. His 
first published photograph was 
of a scalping victim in 1869. 
From 1869 until 1875 he was of­ 
ficial post photographer at Fort 
Sill, 
keeping

record of construction of the 
fort. 
The valuable negatives are 
pieces of glass 8 by 10 inches 
in size.

UKIAH (AP) - A judge told 
Mendocino County employees 
yesterday they will be consid­ 
ered in contempt of court if they 
tell reporters the names of juve­ 
niles charged with crimes. 
Judge Robert Winslow said! 
that releasing names of those 
less than 18 years old is “ incon­ 
sistent with the philosophy of 
the juvenile court law which has! 
established elaborate safeguards < 
to avoid attaching the ‘delin­ 
quent’ label to those who get 
into difficulty.” 
The Juvenile Court judge said 
his court order is unusual. 
He based it on a U.S. Su­ 
preme Court ruling in the case 
of Dr. Samuel Sheppard as well 
as on juvenile court law. Dr. 
Sheppard, convicted of murder­ 
ing his wife in Ohio, was granted 
a new trial. 
Judge Winslow' quoted that 
decision as saying “ The court 
should have made some effort 
to control the release of leads, 
information and gossip to the 
press by police officers, wit­ 
nesses and the counsel for both 
sides.”

In Remote Mendocino Pass 


AS WE ALL KNOW, California is 
being overrun by people as our popu­ 
lation explosion continues. 
There was a time not so many years 
ago when vacation time afforded the 
opportunity for many of us to retreat 
to the Sierra and, even without pack- 
ing-in to some remote spot, find a 
quiet place where we were unlikely 
to see another human being for as 
much as a full day or two. 
Now it is getting exceedingly diffi­ 
cult to find a place to park in some of 
yesteryear s remotest places. 


THERE ARE, HOWEVER, still some 
remote areas not yet overrun by peo­ 
ple. And some of them are nearer 
home than we ordinarilly think. 
The Mendocino Pass area is one of 
these. 
If you glance at a roan map you will 
see 12 miles north of Willits on the 
Redwood Highway a road branching 
from Longvale (little more than a 
speck on the map) to Dos Rios and 
Covelo. 
Covelo is remembered by many as 
one of the first places in California 
visited by a bank failure since depres­ 
sion days a third of a century ago. 
Covelo's “Pioneer Bank" closed its 
door involuntarily several years ago 
before failure overtook Don Silver- 
thorne’s bank across the Bay. Covelo 
also is notable in that it adjoins Round 
Valley Indian reservation. 


TWENTY-FIVE 
MILES 
eastward 
and upward from Covelo, along a rea­ 
sonably smooth, mostly unoiled gravel 
road, you reach Mendocino Pass at 
5,006 feet elevation. 
Since Covelo is just under 1,400 feet 
elevation, you climb more than 3.600 
feet in the course of the 25-mile drive 
to the pass, located at the juncture of 
Mendocino. Glenn and Tehama County 
boundary lines. 
Nearby, almost in the shadow of 
Anthony Peak, is one of the finest 
Forest Service campgrounds you will 
ever find. 
Anthony Peak, incidentally, is the 
highest mountain in the Redwood Em­ 
pire at 6.963 feet. 
Nearby, Black 
Butte in Glenn County reaches up 7,- 
450 feet. 
There are 10 Forest Service camp­ 
grounds in the Mendocino Pass high 
country and—excepting the height of 
deer season—you can count on a 
choice of campsites whenever you ar­ 
rive. 


THE MENDOCINO PASS route will 
take you ultimately to Highway 99-W 
(on the west side of Sacramento Val­ 
ley) at Willows. Orland or Corning, de­ 
pending on which downhill route you 
choose. 


The Mendocino Pass Highway As­ 
sociation 
comprises 
visionary 
civic 
leaders from Ukiah and Willits on the 
west end and from Willows (the Glenn 
County seat) on the east end. T h a t 
they are visionaries is attested by their 
designation of the torturous route as 
a "highway." Logging road would be 
a more apt description for much of it, 
authough it is negotiable by private 
automobile in dry weather. 
By the shortest route, it is more than 
100 miles between the Redwood High­ 
way and Highway 99-W, most of it 
without a sign of a hot dog stand or 
gas station. The only vehicles you are 
likely to encounter are logging trucks, 
Forest Service trucks, road construc­ 
tion equipment, and a sprinkling of 
campers and hunters, mostly in rug­ 
ged four-wheel drive pickups. 
If you pass more than one regular 
passenger car in the most mountain­ 
ous 50 miles, it w ill be extraordinary. 


WE DON’T ORDINARILY associate 
mile-high mountain country, Sierra- 
type wilderness or skiing with the Red­ 
wood Empire. 
The Redwood Empire Counties do 
have a number of mile-high mountains. 
North Trinity Mountain, Humboldt 
County's highest peak, towers 6,262. 
Twin Peaks in Del Norte County rise 
to just under 6,000 feet. Josephine 
County, Oregon, boasts several peaks 
over 6.000 feet. 
The Humboldt Ski Club skis in its 
own backyard, so to speak, at Titlow 
Hill Winter Sports Area about 30 
miles East of Areata on Highway 299 
(to Weaverville and Redding). 


RANGERS WHO PROWL the snow ­ 
bound Mendocino National Forest in 
the wintertime report a very fine nat­ 
ural ski bowl not far from Mendocino 
Pass. It is, of course, inaccessible in 
wintertime, except by helicopter. 


But road improvement is pro­ 
gressing. and one day in the not too 
distant future it may be possible to 
drive from Marin to a new mile-high 
winter sports area closer than the 
Sierra and in less time than it takes 
to reach the Sierra even on today’s 
high speed freeways.

The boy set the shoeshine kit 
on the pavement with his left 
hand and then gripped the bat’s

“ Shoeshine, m ister,” he said. 
“ No.” said the foreigner. 


The boy pulled the lighted 
cigarette from his mouth and 
shoved the filter end into the 
bat’s mouth. Then he returned 
the cigarette to his own mouth 
and blew smoke in the bat’s 
face.

curled out of its mouth. 


The boy plucked the cigarette 
out and tossed it away. He then 
opened his mouth and inserted 
the bat’s head.

Saigon is said to have almost 
two million persons. Its defen­ 
ders say it used to be such a 
pretty place—Paris of the East 
and all that.

colonial rule rem ain in fussy 


public buildings like the ornate 
opera house which has a great 
white face and a tin roof. There 
are no operas there anymore. 


There is a French sports club 
with none of that American air 
conditioning but with many 
Americans vying for member­ 
ship. 


The restaurants are French 
stepchildren 
with 
menus 
in 
French 
and 
mainly 
Algerian 
wine. There are Alsation dishes 
on the menu and the pastry has 
Parisian nam es but you know 
when you taste it that it was 
made in Saigon. 


The meal will cost about $4 
to $8 if the piasters are honest­ 
ly bought, half that if the 
piasters come from the black 
market. 


The headqaiter in the best 
restaurant speaks French. The 
bartenders all speak English. 
The 
little 
dress 
shops 
and 
jewelry stores on Tu Do, with 
their signs in Vietnamese and 
French, are being evicted to 
make way for crowded bars 
with their signs in English. 


At Saigon’s Tan Son N h u t 
airport, waiting for his replace­ 
ment to arrive on a jet airliner 
from Hong Kong, a tall husky j 
gray-haired American engineer 
complained he had been here 60 
months. 


“ It’s too long. You k n o w 
why? It’s because I ’ve finally 
realized w hat’s w r o n g . You 
know what it is? It’s the Viet­ 
namese. They’re em barrassed 
That’s it. 


Good God, look what we’ve 
done to them. Look at this 
building — why Vietnamese 


built it themselves. It’s theirs, 
not ours. But look there, look 
at

guarding that gate.” 


The American pointed then 
toward a Vietnamese policeman 
squatting around a corner.

In Saigon, many Americans

plentiful; a fan is a luxury, 
35mm color film is developed 
and mounted on slides over­ 
night;

Legislative Pay Not Only 
Issue On November Ballot

SACRAMENTO <CNS) - The 
extensive revision of Califor­ 
nia’s constitution, to be submit­ 
ted to the voters in November 
has been tagged by many as 
primarily a pay raise bill for 
the legislature and the label 
may stick. 
But the provision that, under 
the change, the legislature would 
be empowered to fix its own 
salary, is only part of the total 
package on the legislature. And 
the revision also would make 
changes in the executive and 
judicial 
branches 
of 
govern­ 
ment. 
The state constitution is the 
third longest in the world — 10 
times as long as the federal 
constitution. So much of the 
content of the revision of arti­ 
cles 11 (separation of powers), 
Article IV (legislative), Article 
V (executive), and Article VI 
(judicial) is streamlining, re­ 
arranging and removing dead 
wood. 


There may be those voters 
who will object to casting a 
single yes or no vote on such 
a wholesale revision of the 
constitution. However, in 1962, 
the voters approved an amend­ 
ment to the constitution per­ 
mitting revision, rather than 
single amendments. The vote 
to perm it this was 2,901.537 
to 1,428.034. 


The most substantive changes 
in the constitutional revision, of 
course, are in the legislative 
branch. The m easure provides 
that the legislature shali meet 
each year in unlimited session, 
beginning on the Monday after 
Jan. 1. At present the legisla­ 
ture m eets in odd-years in reg­ 
ular session for 120 calendar 
days, not counting Saturdays 
and Sundays. This amounts to 
166 days. 
T h e 
legislature 
presently 
meets in even years in a 30-day 
budget session and the governor 
generally calls a special ses­ 
sion, without tim e limit, to run 
concurrently with the budget 
session. At such special ses­ 
sions. only those subjects speci­ 
fied by the governor may be 
considered. 


Under the proposed revi­ 
sions, when the legislature ad­ 
journed its session each year, 
it then would return after a 
30-day recess. Upon the re­ 
turn, the legislature would be 
in session for five days to con­ 
sider bills which the governor 
had vetoed. 


The legislature may overturn 
a governor’s veto by a two- 
thirds vote of both houses. How­ 
ever, in most sessions, the real 
bulk of the bills are signed into I 
law or vetoed after the law-1 
m akers 
have 
adjourned 
and 
they have no opportunity to ■ 
consider the vetoes. 
Another change provides that, 
if there is a vacancy in a legis­ 
lative office, the governor must 
immediately call a special elec­ 
tion to fill it. The present con­ 
stitution provides merely that 
the governor shall issue a writ 
of election. In some cases, va­ 
cancies have remained unfilled 
for more than a year. 
A change also would be made 
in the initiative process. At pre­ 
sent, signatures of registered 
voters comprising 8 per cent of 
all votes cast for governor in 
the last election must be col­ 
lected to qualify a measure for 
the 
ballot. 
This 
requirement 
presently is 468.259 and is ex­ 
pected to jump to about 550.000 
after this fall’s election. 


Initiatives may amend ei­ 
ther the constitution or the 
statutes. 
The 
change 
pro­ 
posed is that initiatives which 
would amend oinly the stat­ 
utes could be qualified with 
only 5 per cent of the vote at 
the last governor election. Ini­ 
tiatives amending the consti­ 
tution still would be required 
to have 8 per cent of the vote 
in signatures to qualify. 


The constitution change also 
would prohibit the naming of 
any person, individual or cor­ 
poration in an amendment to 
the constitution or statutes. In 
1964, an unsuccessful initiative 
measure on the ballot would 
have created a state lottery and 
specified the firm which would 
operate the lottery. 
The 
lengthy 
revision 
also 
would 
eliminate 
the 
present 
long line of succession to the 
governorship. It m erely would 
provide that the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor would succed the govern­ 
or, in case he left office or died. 
The legislature would be em ­ 
powered to set up such other 
line of succession as was neces­ 
sary in the statutes. 


Several changes are 
pro­ 


posed in the judicial branch 
of state government. For one 
thing, it would provide a per­ 
son could not serve as muni­ 
cipal judge unless he had been 
admitted to practice in the 
state for five years and could 
not become a superior court 
judge unless he had been ad­ 
mitted 
to 
practice 
for 
19 
years. 


Present law is a flat five- 
year law practice requirement 
for any court. 
Judges would not be perm it­ 
ted to run for other public of­ 
fice unless they took a leave of 
absence at the time of filing 
their candidacy. Election to that 
office w'ould be considered res­ 
ignation 
from 
the 
judgeship. 
( T h e 
constitutional 
revision 
commission had recommended 
that judges be required to re­ 
sign from office in order to be­ 
come candidates for other of­ 
fices.) 


The revision also would per­ 
mit a judge to serve one or 
more superior courts, or to be 
the judge of courts in one or 
more superior courts, or to be 
the judge of courts in one or 
more counties. 


This Week In The World

In New York, it was a for-real reprise of “ West 
Side Story." 
In Chicago and Cleveland, it was the same 
scene— bad.

homefolks. Death and destruction prevailed. 
So it was this week as the lid blew off the boiling 
cauldron of racial strife. 
The long hot summer— 
mean as ever— arrived. 
National Guard troops sought to quell Negro 
rioting in Chicago and Cleveland. As week's end ap­ 
proached, Chicago was simmering. 
Cleveland was 
still sizzling. 
A thousand policemen swarmed over Brooklyn's 
East New York neighborhood as Italian-American and 
Negro youths clashed in New York’s worst racial out­ 
burst since the 1964 Harlem riots. 
In Chicago, rioting 
on 
the 
predominantly 
Negro West Side led to a city promise to improve 
recreational facilities. 
But in Cleveland, troops remained confronted 
with sporadic violence in the battle-scarred Hough 
sector, where four nights of Negro rioting left three 
persons dead and many injured. 
Chicago: Richard Speck, accused of slaughtering 
eight nursing students, was reportedly identified by 
the one nurse who survived. The fact-to-face confron­ 
tation took place in Speck's prison hospital room, 
where the 24-year-old drifter lay suffering from at­ 
tempted suicide wounds and a possible heart attack 
Doctors said he would live to stand trial.

Campers Huddle Close In Yosemite 


Y O S E M I T E 
NATIONAL 
PARK (UPD — Civilization has 
come to Yosemite. and the park 
may never recover. 


Hordes of vacationers with 
cars full of camping gear line 
the highways to the famed 
attraction. Ninety per cent of 
them crowd into the 10 square 
miles of Yosemite Valley, a 
green gem of meadows and 
forests surrounded by majestic 
peaks and spectacular water­ 
falls. 


Yosemite Park is the size ol 
Rhode 
Island. 
Park 
officials 
insist there is plenty of room 
elsewhere 
in 
the 
wilds. 
But 
cam pers 
are 
determined 
to 
take out a spot in the tiny 
valley. They 
sometimes 
wait 
for hours or days to find a 
camping 
place 
near 
famed 
Glacier 
Point 
or 
Yosemite 
Falls. 
During this year’s Independ-j 
once Day weekend, a record 
54,70(1 persons entered the park. 
Tents were squeezed 
under 
every available tree, blocking 


cars of other cam pers. Those 
with enough space hung out 
“carport” signs to save room 
for 
their 
autos. 
By 
dawn 
Saturday every camping space 
was taken. 
In the valley are nine grocery 
and 
general 
stores, 
seven 
service stations, a laundry, a 
barber shop, three swimming 
pools, a stable, several taverns 
and hotel accommodations for 
4,500 guests. 
The National 
Park 
Service i 
also operates its own hydroelec­ 
tric 
plant, 
sewage 
treatment 
facilities, incinerators and fire 
and police departments. 


“ This whole dam n’ \alley will 
be black topped soon,” said 
form er Ranger John Hansen, 
now 
the 
park's 
assistant 
postmaster. 
“ People 
today 
come here to be entertained— 
they expect popcorn stands 
and ferris wheels.” 


Yosemite 
is 
not 
the 
only 
national park to face such a 
problem, but the combination 
of 
its 
popularity 
and 
the 


geography that leads people to 
stay in the small valley make 
its problems acute. More than 
1.8 million visitors will visit the 
park this year, officials esti­ 
mate 
The crush of vacationers has 
brought to once-remote Yose­ 
mite all the problems of a city 
of 
40.000 
to 
50,000 
persons. 
There is a rising crim e rate, a 
sewage disposal problem—and 
even smog, from the thousands! 
of cam pfires buring at dawn 
and dusk every day. 


The 97-man ranger force, the 
sole enforcement agency in the 
park, is more a police depart­ 
ment than a forestry bureau. 
Last year there were 253 fel­ 
ony ^rrests, 1,689 juvenile ar­ 
rests and 320 auto accidents. 


Six persons were killed in the 
park—two by drowning, one in 
a car fire and three from falls. 
Already this year there have 
been two drownings and one 
fatal auto accident. 
Nearly 
500 
patients 
with 
b"oken 
bones 
are 
treated 


annually at the park’s 16-bed 
hospital. 


What can be done about the 
ever-increasing 
crowds0 
The 
park 
service 
has 
cut 
the 
camping limit from 14 days to 
seven, 
and 
is 
considering 
limiting it even more. Current­ 
ly the park's official overnight 
capacity 
is 
20.634, 
but 
on 
holidays three times that many 
saueeze in. 


There have been suggestions 
to prohibit cars in the valley, 
but these naturally have met 
with 
vocal 
opposition 
from 
weekend campers. 


Strangely, the crowding does 
not seem to bother the camp­ 
ers themselves. 


“ I think our analysis of the 
crowding has been wrong in the 
past,” says Park Supt. John 
Davis “ We have assumed peo­ 
ple want open space, but now 
we are finding out the majority 
do not.

General Motors Corp., and 
American Motors Corp., have 
kept out of factory-sponsored 
racing, although some of their 
dealers have entered cars.

Clay Off For Europe; Will 
Quit Kentucky Syndicate 


NEW YORK (AP) - Cassius 
Clay left for Europe today and a 
couple of world heavyweight 
championship bouts — fights he 
says will be the last he’ll fight 
under the 
sponsorship of 
a 
Louisville, Ky., syndicate. 
“The sponsoring group has 
been good to me,” Cassius said. 
“They fix it so nobody can say 
I’m associated with gangsters, 
and I’m not clean. I’m clean 
anyway, but the truth is I’ll be 
through with the group when the 
contract expires in October. 
They don’t give me the money 
I need. I want $20,000 to open an 
office to take care of autographs 
and my mail. They don’t give 
me no tax write-off. I’m not a 
dumb person.” 
Clay’s affairs have been han­ 
dled by a Louisville syndicate 
ever since he turned pro in 
1960. Under terms of the con­ 
tract, the group gave him a $10,- 
000 bonus, a salary of $4,000 a 
year and all expenses, and a 50- 
50 split of all purses. 
Angelo Dundee will remain 
with him as his manager, Clay 
said. Jimmy Brown will be with 
him, but can’t manage; he’s 
ready to fight Ernie Terrel; his 
draft status is still up in the air; 
and Brian London might be 
tough, were some other observa­ 
tions Clay offered. 
He is scheduled for a title 
fight with London Aug. 6 at 
Earl’s Court in England, and 
against left-hander Karl Milden- 
berger in Frankfurt, Germany 
Sept. 10. 
“Jimmy Brown will be with 
me, but he can’t be my manag­ 
er because he’s got 10 per cent 
of Main Bout,” Clay said, “An­ 
gelo Dundee is my trainer and 
manager. I’ll be with Angelo as 
long as I’m near a ring.”

Last week’s article 
described the symp­ 
toms that would be 
observed if your sig­ 
nal strength for FM 
reception was not 
adequate. Generally, 
this is due to an im­ 
proper antenna sys­ 
tem. 
What makes a good anten­ 
na? Like a violin, an antenna 
has to be tuned. But unlike 
a violin, whereby a string is 
tuned to one particular tone 
or frequency, an antenna has 
to be tuned to an entire band 
of frequencies. This is quite 
complex. The F\1 frequency 
band is from 88 to 108 mega­ 
cycles. To achieve tuning 
that will cover this broad 
frequency range requires 
exacting m ethods of e n ­ 
gineering. An expensive an­ 
tenna is generally tuned to 
one m id-range frequency 
but falls badly out of tune 
as you go in either direction 
from the tuned frequency. 
A nother very im portant 
feature of a good antenna is 
the method of electrical as 
well as mechanical contacts 
that are made by the ele­ 
ments. Sipce an antenna is 
mounted out of doors and 
ex p o sed to all so rts of 
w eather, these electrical 
contacts, and there are many 
on one antenna, must retain 
precision electrical contact 
without corrosion or other 
forms of weathering. 
The Finco antennas have 
a unique process to insure 
freedom from w eathering 
c o n d itio n s 
A n o d iz in g , 
which is commonly used for 
antennas to protect from the 
w eather, is not the final 
answer. The anodizing is a 
form of insulator, thus, to 
insure good circuitry, the 
anodizing must be scratched 
off or sanded or removed 
from the electrical points of 
contact between the ele­ 
ments.

ADDITIONAL programs fea­

McNally says his introduction 
to the harpsichord took place 
about seven years ago. He had 
played the piano professionally 
for years, “ but I had always 
been interested in the Baroque 
period of m usk and, since the 
piano wasn't even invented un­ 
til very late in that period and 
the music was written origin­ 
ally eilher for harpsichord or 
clavichord, naturally my inter­ 
est easily was bent in that di­ 
rection.” 
His acquisition of a Sperhake 
spinet, made in Passau, West 
Germany, came through 
the 


Wolford Workshop for which he 
was then working. 


“ IT IS A beautiful, gorgeous­ 
ly-made instrument of African 
pear wood,” he says, “and most 
practical. 
The 
legs unscrew, 
and it weighs only about 40 or 
50 pounds. It can be thrown into 
the back ol my Volkswagen and 
transported for appearances.” 
The harpsichord was picked 
up for McNally brand new in 
(krm any and brought to this 
country. 
Then McNally acquired a sec­ 
ond harpsichord, this one a 
standard-sized and more elabor­ 
ate instrument that had been 
built by Wolford. 


is 
“THE SMALLER spinet 
probably my favorite,” he says. 
But tltey are different, and 
each is valuable in its own way. 
The larger one has the greater 
range, and therefore, is the 


better solo instrument. It has 
two jacks or mechanisms.” 
McNally says he finds the 
harpsichord, the piano and the 
organ 
e q u a l l y 
interesting. 
“ Each is adapted to particular 
styles of music,” he says. 
Despite the presence of the 
two harpsichords in his West 
Marin home, he still plays his 
Austrian-made grand piano the 
most. 


THE INCREASED attention 
being paid the liarpsichord, lie 
says, can be traced to the real­ 
ization by all informed conduc­ 
tors around the world that the 
instrument, with its plucking 
rather 
than 
striking 
of 
the 
strings, is superior to the piano 
for continuo parts. 
“I find it the best suited in­ 
strument for ensemble playing,” 
he adds. “The musician is al­ 
lowed a great deal of freedom, 
and the accompanist on the 
harpsichord can improvise con­ 
siderably.

YIcNALLY SAYS he is unable 
to differentiate between piano,

The Appeal 
Is Universal 


The Kind Of Paintings 
That You Long Remember

The ideas you get at midnight 
have a special quality. 
They are never less than ma­ 
jestic. They are so good in fact, 
that one tends to overlook the 
problems that might be involved 
m pursuing them. At midnight, 
the problems simply don't exist 
Then comes the morning and 
if you’re smart you'll forget the 
whole thing. We weren’t, vve 
didn’t and admittedly we’re glad 
because our particular midnight 
inspiration began an absorbing 
venture into one of the most 
oddly complex of all art sub­ 
jects, humor in art, explored 
through discussion with three 
Marin artists currently engaged 
in painting it. 


IT A LL STARTED very late 
one night musing over a paint­ 
ing by Alton Raible called “ Su­ 
sannah and The Elders.” So 
what’s funny about, that? Well, 
nothing, except Susannah was a 
bird, 
splashing coyly to the 
delight o? two baggy-eyed fat- 
beaked old lechers who were 
leering at her through the bush­ 
es. It was preposterous! 
It broke us up and soon we 
were free associating to all the 
humorous work we’d ever seen 
There was one by Andrea 
Hendrick called “ The Decora­ 
tor,” a rotund little creature so 
caught

in

mix-and- 
matched life that she stands 
smugly unaware of her absurd­ 
ity, dressed as she is to match 
her Brentwood chair. There was 
another, a fiendish study of two 
camera-slung lady t o u r is t s , 
“ Mae and June at The Forum ’ 
by Barbara Stoneeipher, and 
several more. 


OF A LL T H E fine paintings 
we'd seen, it was startling how 
vividly the humorous ones were 
remembered. What tremendous 
staying power humor really has’

is universal; 
yet 
there have been so few artists 
painting in that vein. 
Suddenly we were wondering 
about the few who do. What fun 
it would be to talk to them and 
write about it. It’s the kind of 
thing that grabs and won’t let 
go. We were hooked and could 
hardly wait to get to the phone 
next morning and get commit­ 
ted to the project. 
Next morning we did. We 
made our first call and . . . 
wait a minute! The first con­ 
tact, a person of wit both on 
and off canvas, was afraid to 
have the image of a humorist!

prizes, we met a frequent de­ 
fensiveness 
on 
the 
hum or- 
painters’ parts when it came to 
being identified with it. Being 
a humorist isn't all as “ ha-ha” 
as you might think and the en­ 
lightening discussions with Alton 
Raible, Andrea Hendrick 
and 
Barbara Stoneeipher help ex­ 
plain the phenomenon. 


You might say these three are 
typical of humor advocates. All 
are dedicated painters with solid 
art backgrounds. 


For the past six years, Raible 
has taught at the College of 
Marin. Before that he spent 12 
years teaching at Oakland’s Col­ 
lege of Arts and Crafts from 
which he earned his Bachelor of 
Arts and Master of Fine Arts 
degrees. 


ANDREA H EN D RICK studied 
art 
at 
Syracuse 
University, 
C.eorge Washington University 
and the Corcoran, Washington, 
D C., with additional studies in 
Germany 
and 
Mexico, 
while 
Barbara Stoneeipher studied at 
John Herron Art School, Indian­ 
apolis, Cranbrook Academy of 
Arts, Bloomfield Hills, Mich., 
and the San Francisco Art In­ 
stitute and was arts and crafts 
advisor for U.S. Army Europe 
in Germany. 


All three have won numerous 
awards. In addition, all three 
paint other ways than humor­ 
ously. But while their reasons 
for including it vary, each finds 
humor i valid art form and one 
which 
is 
necessary 
to 
their 
painting expression. Even so, 
not one is a bit sure the public 
gets their point. 


“ You have to put up with 
remarks 
like. 
Oh 
isn’t 
that 
cute.' ” says Raible whose hu­ 
manistic birds, at first glance, 
are just plain incredibly funny. 
"But it depends on the person 
viewing 
it. 
If 
they’re 
deep, 
they’ll see more. If they’re shal­ 
low. they’ll only see the cute­ 
ness.” 


TH E P E O P L E who have his 
birds in their homes attest to 
that. 


“ Most people,” explains Mrs. 
John Degenhardt, referring to 
“ Diplomatic 
Dispute” 
where 
two downright angry birds glare 
beak-to-beak b e h in d another 
smirking sappily through it all, 
“ when they see this have trou­ 
ble getting past the initial hu­ 
mor. 
But when they hear the 
title it jars them. They’re struck 
by how true it is, the arguments, 
the middle man. It’s universal,” 
Which is Raible’s point indeed. 


IT IS ALSO an unusual one 
and his term for it is allegorical 
satire.

ing but none of it is allegorical." 
Even his didn’t start out that 
way. It began 12 years ago with, 
of all things, a cake decorator 
and fabric design. While doing 
s ilk s c r e e n , a bird shape 
emerged 
on 
the 
fabric 
that 
caught his eye. With this iri 
mind he incorporated a long­ 
time fascination for those cake 
icing tubes, fashioned one of his 
own and squeezed out his first 
bird painting. It was an instant 
success. 


Encouraged, he expanded his 
ideas and techniques until al­ 
legorical satire evolved, a se­ 
ries 
of 
bird-based 
paintings 
which present the gamut of hu­ 
man mannerisms, emotions and 
thoughts. His subjects were ev­ 
erywhere, “ Lawyers and Judg­ 
es,” “ Organization Men,” “ The 
Obedient Wife,” and the “ Un­ 
easy Balance” between the id. 
ego and super ego. 


T H E S E R IE S met with criti­ 
cal and popular success through 
several shows at Gump’s in San 
Francisco and their reception 
was understandable. 
In their 
outrageous bird-like way these 
statements are instantly identi­ 
fiable with human experience. 
And, they are devastating! 
Who, for example, could re­ 
sist the delicious message in 
one called, “ Taxes,” wherein 
a bleary-eyed, disheveled, half­ 
plucked bird stands in a pile of 
his own feathers, the rest of 
which protrude from the beaks 
of the gleeful collectors that 
surround him? 
Even Raible couldn't. “ 1 even 
chuckled 
while 
I 
was doing 
them. I was having a ball!” 


THEN, AT T H E height of it 
he quit. “ I suddenly had the 
feeling I ’d done them all before. 
I didn’t chuckle any more and 
that was it.” 
What was responsible? Raible 
is, first of all, an artist. He 
wanted new subjects and richer 
surfaces and 
“ to attack 
the 
birds this way would take all 
the fun out of it.” In his case, 
painter opposed humorist. For 
him the fun was gone. 
The condition was only tem­ 
porary. After a three-year hiatus 
he is doing birds again, this 
time as 
illustrations 
for 
his 
children’s nonsense book, “ and 
again, having a ball.” 


ONCE RA ISED , however, the 
question of painter versus hu­ 
morist persists. Is there a dan­ 
ger in getting caught up in the 


idea rather than attacking it as 
a serious work of art? 
An­ 
drea Hendrick thinks there def­ 
initely is. 
“ You can get too caught up in 
it and feel sometimes it doesn’t 
work or hold up as a painting. 
“ However,” she adds, “ I ’m 
primarily 
a 
message 
painter 
and as such, the thing in the 
back of your mind is all that 
really matters. The initial rea­ 
son for the painting must come 
through and the form follows. 
But being a serious artist means 
that basic painting qualities and 
painting integrity are also in­ 
volved.” 


IT DDES P R E S E N T a prob­ 
lem and for her there’s still an­ 
other. 
The 
messages in 
her 
work cover everything current 
from civil rights to politics to 
the Playboy Club. This adds yet 
another danger—the one inher­ 
ent in portraying what is topi- 
ical 


“ If it's based on human char­ 
acteristics it might be more val­ 
id to future generations than 
just reporting an incident would 
be.” And the trick, she grins, is 
“ to capture timeless character 
faults.” 
When she does, she does it 
with stinging accuracy as in her 
classic study of "The Politi­ 
cian.” iie is smiling winnkig- 
ly. but the only thing you see is 
the 
M E ’ button on his lapel. 
Or 
the 
friendly 
‘ Landlady” 
grinning toothily and hanging 
on to her hat as she careens 
away on her bicycle. Or “ The 
Salesmen.” a group of washed- 
out, grey flanneled men around 
a crisp, bright merchandise dis­ 
play which is the real hero of 
the piece 
The entire scene is 
surrounded 
with 
actual 
IBM 
cards. 


“ TH E SA LESM EN ,” is just 
one of her series on the “ IBM 
Family Of Man.” 
"These are not judgments,” 
she states, “ but a fact of life. 
Our buying habits, the direction 
of our decisions is determined 
by 
our 
current 
computerized 
living where individual or mi­ 
nority opinions don’t count.” 
All this sounds deadly serious 
for someone who gets such wick­ 
edly humorous results. 
I ’ve never 
been a b l e to 
tell jokes, even repeat them,” 
Mrs. 
1 lendnck 
e x p l a i n s , 
“ and 1 can’t write. So for me 
it comes out in paint. If human 
beings are involved it’s bound 
to have humor. It’s a way of 


looking at things They may bo 
sad or tragic but also very tun­ 
ny and the fact that people can 
look at it that way is healthy.” 


On 
these 
p o i n t s 
she 
is 
in agreement with B a r b a r a 
Stoneeipher 
who 
explored 
it 
even further. 
To do 
so she 
quotes the 
Oxford 
University 
Dictionary definition of humor: 
“ Less purely intellectual than 
wit and closely allied to pathos.” 


And she illustrates her point. 
“ There’s a black and white side 
to each human 
being 
Even 
when I think I ’m doing a very 
funny portrait it comes out with 
an element of sadness. Its not 
real humor without it 
Or it 1 
think the subject is pathetic it 
comes out funny “ 


H E R WORK always has this 
double edge as 
in “ Anniver­ 
sary,” which depicts a 
wea­ 
thered old couple as sliv imag­ 
ined they might look after being 
married 
85 years. 
They 
are 
grippingly sad yet you can’t ig­ 
nore the comic irony in how 
much they look alike. 
“ People aren't ail that trag­ 
ic,** she explains. " If they were, 
it would be unrelieved misery, 
an E l Greco, and 1 have great 
faith in the human race Besides 
people 
fascinate 
me. 
Id 
be 
bored doing an ordinary por­ 
trait of someone because 1 want 
to say so much more 
about 
them. I just want somebody to 
see them as I do. It's like writ­ 
ing a story; 1 want to communi­ 
cate.” 


And indeed she does whether 
showing people themselves or 
the things people make sadlv 
ludicrous because they invented 
them. 


M ISS STO N EC IPH ER l o v e s 
the element of the ridiculous. 
But though her satire sounds 
like fun to do. actually, it’s a 
lot harder. 


“ You can't separate humor 
from all of art,” she asserts. 
“ It must be well done and the 
statement is even more power­ 
ful if the work is stronger tech­ 
nically. There’s a lot of sloppy 
craftsmanship today and a lot 
of abominations 
done 
in 
the 
name of art. 
It 
takes 
much 
more talent to do humor be­ 
cause, though distortion is great 
you can’t do it if you can’t draw 
first.” 


The difficulty of painting hu­ 
mor may be part of why so few 
artists attempt it, but in Miss

larger 
reason: 
“ Artists 
take 
themselves so seriously. They 
have to have a sense of humor 
about themselves to e x p o s e 
themselves to the point of a t­ 
tempting humor. They can laugh 
at it but they won’t put it on 
their own canvas because they 
want that to be a m asterpiece 
Maybe they think it will be tak­ 
en as a cartoon or that it isn’t 
legit. Yet if it’s good it can be.” 
“ And how sad “ she adds, 
“ when humor is so much a part 
of life. People long for it yet 
there’s a stigm a because art­ 
ists want their work to be taken 
seriously.” 


OBVIOUSLY. FROM all tins 
those who stick with humor are 
a hardy lot. Historically, too. 
humor is pretty minor. The only 
nam es even mentioned in these 
discussions were Daumier, Pi­ 
casso. Hogarth, Levine, Stein­ 
berg and Grosz and even it you 
could nam e a dozen more it 
would still m ake a bonafide hu- 
mor-painter about as common 
as a whooping crane. 
After learning more about it 
we have a nagging suspicion of 
who’s to blame. T hat’s right . . . 
we are. We see their work and 
love it. We collectively “ flip” 
on recognizing some outrageous 
human foible portrayed in bit­ 
ing jest. But we, as viewers, 
have the unforgivable tendency 
to gobble up the fun without 
realizing that to convey such in­ 
sight required talent, skill and. 
above all. work 
That doesn’t mean we must 
scowl and sway knowingly be­

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The story of the little willow 
that became a city had its be­ 
ginnings in 1775. 


It was then that Juan deAyala. 
commander of the small ship 
San Carlos, explored the waters 
of San Francisco Bay and chart­ 
ed Sausalito’s shoreline. 
Small willow trees grew near 
the sprngs on the hillside, and 
thus the location came to be 
knows as 
Little Willow," or in 
Spanish. “ Saucelito .” The name 
was spelled variously, but from 
Saucelito evolved the name Sau- 
salito. 


W HEN CAPTAIN deAyala ex 
plorcd the bay he called the 
small cove near what became 
th*1 Fort Baker military reserva­ 
tion 
Ensenada del 
Carmelita 
(creek of little Carmel). 
Several decades passed before 
there were any buildings on the 
land. Juan (John) Reed built a 
small cabin there in 1832, Capt 
William A Richardson, granted 
the Saucelito Rancho in 
1836. 
then 
constructed 
a 
hacienda. 
The Richardson story was told 
fully in an earlier Marin Maga­ 
zine. 
Alter the captain's death, his 
land passed into other hands, 
with Samuel R. Throckmorton 
getting the major portion. 
During Richardson's lifetime 
and afterward, the springs in 
the lulls provided water for ships 
w hich dropped anchor in the bay 
and 
for 
Yerba 
Buena 
(San 
Francisco*, where water was 
scarce and brackish. 


TH E W A TER was piped from 
the springs in Saucelito to the 
shore, then taken in casks to 
the ships or to Yerba Buena 
Vendors then disposed of the 
pure water to the people in 
Yerba Buena. 
The water wharf in Saucelito 
was really a trestle, supporting 
the pipes and a large water 
tank. 
When 
the 
whaling 
vessels 
came to anchor in the cove 
deAyala had visited and first 
named, it came to be called 
Whalers Bay. Years later it was 
known as Horseshoe Cove. 
Each 
winter 
a 
number of 
whaling vessels, after hunting 
the huge mammals in the north 
Pacific, put down anchor in the 
cove. Here was a sheltered port 
with a supply of fresh water, 
wild game and wood close at 
hand. 


TH E WHALING b u s i n e s s 
reached its height in 1855 when 
650 ships were reported engaged 
in the industry in the Pacific 
and employing about 13.000 sea­ 
men. 
Along the bayshore a small 
village grew. The population in­ 
cluded seamen t u r n e d land­ 
lubbers to stay with their wives 
and children, and fishermen. 
Soon the property fronting on 
San Francisco Bay and Pacific 
Ocean became 
valuable. 
The 
Journal of April 12. 1864. pub­ 
lished under the headline:‘ Lime 
Point,” this information 


• TH E SEC R ET A R Y of War 
has finally decided to purchase 
Lime 
Point 
for the National 
Government to be used for the 
purpose of fortification The par­ 
ties owning the property are 


willing to sell for >125.000 The 
transfer will be made as soon 
as the title is satisfactorily as­ 
certained by the United States 
District Attorney in San Fran­ 
cisco.

Throckmorton

celito I^nd and Ferry Co. for 
5550,000 


‘TH E M ARIN County History 
of 1880” said of Saucelito , . . 
till the year 1868 there was not 
much of a town at that place but 
during the last named year an 
enterprise was set on foot which 
was destined to cause new life 
to spring into the old wreck of a 
town and to draw attention of 
people seeking a 
quiet 
rural 
home in a lovely place, it being 
just tlie location they desired 


•'This was the organization of 
the Saucelito Land and Ferry 
Company, They purchased acre­ 
age on the south side of Richard­ 
son’s Bay 
. . and divided it into 
lots and country scats, laying 
out broad avenues and streets. 
The company at once estab­ 
lished a ferry line between this 
place and San Francisco and put 
the steamer 
Princess 
in 
the 
trade.” 
According to this history, tlvo 
first building in the new town 
i to distinguish it from the vil­ 
lage known as Old Saucelito i 
was the Saucelito Hotel. 


EV ID EN T LY people in other 
parts of Marin were envious of 
the progress of the town beside 
the bay as the following was 
printed in the Journal Feb 6, 
1869 
“ New Saucelito. This delight­ 
ful place brought into existence 
by the Saucelito Land and Fer­ 
ry Company presents a woe­ 
begone appearance after storms. 
A portion of the embankment 
made at the heel of the wharf 
is washed away and the solitary 
house which composes the town 
is a monument of folly to the 
persons who thought Saucelito 
would be ‘the grand city.’ ” 
In the same tenor was this 
item in the Journal of May 1. 
1869: 


“ TH E M AP OF the embryo 
city of New Saucelito was filed 
in the recorder’s office. The 
stockholders predict a brilliant 
future for that point when the 
Humboldt Bay Railroad is com­ 
pleted. New Saucelito is a big 
thing—on paper.” 
Despite the unfavorable pub­ 
licity, the development company 
achieved its purpose. 
l/)ts were sold fronting the 
newly 
laid 
streets. 
Many 
of 
these were named for incorpora­ 
tors of the company. Among 
these were Eastei by (for A . G . 1, 
Currey (for Judge John Currey 
of the State Supreme Court1, 
Woodward (for W i l l i a m A. 
Woodwardi, Platt (for pioneer 
dairyman of the area, H. B , 
who was also owner of Platt's

G E O K G E A V E N U E was 
named for Robert George, long­ 
time secretary of the company. 
Alban Wray, another secretary 
of the company, was also hon­ 
ored with a street name. 


Saucelito has done more than 
many communities in preserv­ 
ing the names of the pioneers 
who worked for the advance­ 
ment of the town. 
However, two streets in the 
city commemorate vessels of 
widely different design which 
navigated the bay in different 
eras of Marin history. One Is 
San Carlos, the name of the 
packet in which the waters of 
the bay were charted, and tlio 
other is Princess, for the little 
sidew heeler fern boat which was 
put into operation in May of

TH E INCOItPOK \ roRS of the 
com panv realized that buyers of 
their land, most of whom had 
offices or 
businesses 
in San 
Francisco, must have quick and 
inexpensive 
transportation 
So 
when a person bought a lot. be 
was given a pass on t tic* ferry 
Others who crossed the bay by 
boat had to pay a fare 
The boat left from the wharf 
at the foot of Princess Street 
and landed in San Francisco at 
Meiggs Wharf at the foot of 
Powell Street. 
The topography of Saucelito 
varied as much as its residents 
Those who lived on the hills 
were usually of moderate or 
wealthy means 
They kept to 
themselves and most of them 
looked with disdain on the in­ 
habitants of the shore. The lat­ 
ter, in turn, had no use for the 
‘ hill 
crowd” 
and 
there 
has 
been, through the years, inter- 
mittent dissension between the 
two factions. 


AS 
TR XNSPOK IATION 
in­ 
creased so did the population of 
the city on the bay. In addition 
to the Princess, tlie Land and 
Ferry Company opt*rail'd the 
yacht. Diana, for bay excursions 
and on the regular run when 
:he 
Princess 
was undergoing 
-e pairs 
Capt Charles II Harrison (for 
whom another Sausalito street 


is named' was in charge of the 
operation of the ferry 
In 1875, the North Pacific rail­ 
road had its southern terminal 
in Saucelito and took over the 
operation of ferryboats. That 
company put several ferries into 
operation, the Petaluma being 
among the first loiter this boat 
was renamed 
the Tamalpais. 
Better known were the San Ra­ 
fael and her sister boat. tl>e 
Saucelito. 


T H E F E R R IE S ran on a reg 
ular schedule which had not al­ 
ways been true when the Sau­ 
celito Land and Ferry Co. was 
in charge of the operation. 


A trip on board the ferries 
was a pleasant one There was 
no hurry. Business men grouped 
together to talk of their affairs. 
College students pored over their 
books or chatted about life at 
school. Those who had skipped 
breakfast would have service in 
the 
restaurant 
on 
the 
lower 
deck. The bar was also open on 
the return runs at night. 
The railroad, with its terminal 
and yards, and the crews and 
mechanics of the ferries brought 
prosperity to ‘ New Saucelito.” 
Many of the railroad and ferry 
men lived in the town on the 
bay. 


S E V E R A I- HOTEUS were 
built, with the Saucelito one of 
the first. Another was a two- 
story building built by James 
Green near the ferry landing 
and destroyed by fire. Stores 
were built along the bayshore. 
The Pacific Yacht Club and the 
San Francisco Yacht Club both 
had good-sized 
buildings

1880 reported there were three

each of these had a bar!, four 
stores, 
two 
blacksmith 
and 
wagon shops, one shoe shop, a 
livery stable, a harness shop, a 
bakery, meat market and a lum­ 
ber yard 
In the hills west of the town 
were manganese mines, and the 
Saucelito Melting Works was es­ 
tablished in 1878 bv Henry 11 
Eames for the reduction of all 
kinds of ore and quartz. 


T H E POST OFFICE was es­ 
tablished in the town in 1870 
There was also a telegraph 
office. 
The town name, which had 
been spelled variously, became 
Sausalito 
officially, 
and 
the 
town was incorporated on Sept. 
4. 1898. 
People of different nationali­ 
ties and cultural backgrounds 
became residents. It was an es­ 
pecially popular resort for ar­ 
tists. writers and the yachting 
set. 
It was also a rendezvous for 
gamblers. The poolrooms were 
long an affront to the residents. 
Poolrooms have an innocent 
sound but those in Sausalito 
were a shield for all sorts of 
illegal activities. Prostitutes and 
underworld figures moved in 
Horse betting was carried on. 


This was against the law. but 
the officers of the time made a 
habit of ignoring the activity. 
Bribery was commonplace. 


THE MARIN Journal in the 
the same issue of Aug 17, 1899. 
quoted from an editorial which 
had appeared in the San Fran­ 
cisco Post. It read: 
‘ Up to date the poolroom op­ 
erators. who have taken posses­ 
sion of the town of Sausalito. 
appear to have had things their 
own way. The various efforts to 
dislodge them by legal means 
have proved futile. Politically 
they have practically enjoyed 
control of the ‘works’ from the 
very start. The town trustees 
have resisted all efforts to dis­ 
perse them and the local justice 
of the peace has manifested a 
decided reluctance to do his 
duty. 
"The gamblers seem to have 
political control of Sausalito. 
The other day a petition was 
filed with the board of trustees, 
asking that the town be disin­ 
corporated, which had it been 
granted, would have thrown Sau­ 
salito into the hands of the su­ 
pervisors of Marin County, who 
are said to be hostile to the 
gamblers. 


"BU T AN investigation of the 
petition showed that it did not 


bear a sufficient number of 
names to compel consideration 
so the trustees joyfully placed 
it on file. 
"This petition was signed by 
nearly all the respectable peo­ 
ple of Sausalito. . . . The com­ 
bination of poolroom operators, 
saloonkeepers 
and 
politicians 
has been too strong. But they 
have still one resort left. The 
petitioners may sell out their 
holdings and remove from Sau­ 
salito. This would convert the 
town into a western Monte Car­ 
lo and taboo it in the eyes of 
decent 
people throughout the 
coun ry.” 
Not long before her death, 1 
talked to 88-year-old Miss Fan­ 
nie 
Shoobert. 
whose 
family 
home was in Sausalito for many 
years. She told me how she and 
other civic-minded c it iz e n s , 
many of these women, banded 
together to clean up Sausalilo's 
waterfront. 


"YOU HAVE TO get around 
and stir things up.” she de­ 
clared. and added. "We got lid 
of the poolrooms.” 
Miss Shoobert liked to think 
of Sausalito as "the stairway 
town,” the name which Nathan­ 
iel Hawthorne’s son gave it in an 
article he wrote while living in

THE I MS EARTHQUAKE and 
fire in San Francisco resulted 
in a large increase in popula 
lion in Sausalito as it did in 
other communities around tin* 
bay. Artists sketched the spec­ 


tacular views and writers gained 
inspiration as they worked in 
studios overlooking the bay 
On Feb 5. 1935, Sausalito be­ 
came a sixth class city. With 
the completion of the Golden 
Gate Bridge, more and more 
people moved to the picturesque 
community. 
On Dec 7. 1941. Pearl Harbor 
was bombed by the Japanese 
and 
immediately 
the 
United 
States was at war. 
Ships and tankers to supply 
our forces and our allies over­ 
seas with fue! and other sinews 
of war were needed. Our gov­ 
ernment took steps at once that 
founded a gigantic defense oper­ 
ation in Sausalito.

DYNAMITE BLASTS ripped 
Sausalito hills to start the con­ 


struction. Into the tideland mud 
30,000 pilings were sunk and 
the building of shops and Un­ 
installation of machinery began 
By the end of the first year. 
12 ships were delivered, a feat 
unequaled by any other first- 
vear yard *n history. 
Building the ships were 15 000 
men and women. The women 
worked side by side with the 
men as they painted, laid pipe 
and welded 
Many had never 
previously handled a n y t h i n g 
heavier than a gavel at a Par- 
ent-Teacher Assn. meeting; with 
sons and husbands in service 
and fired by patriotism, they 
wanted to do all they could to 
win the war. 


THE HUGE shipyard cost 17 
million dollars.

Dormitories were built for the 
men who had no families with 
them.

Charles de Gaulle—democrat 
or despotHas his career been 
heroic, 
tyrannical 
or 
simply 
ridiculous? Or something of all 
these? 
The 
answers 
provided 
by 
French journalist Robert Men- 
gin in his “ No Laurels for De 
Gaulle’’ are anything but lauda­ 
tory to the general 
The years to which the book 
applies directly are those of 
World 
War 
II 
following 
the 
downfall of France, with De 
Gaulle engaged in setting up 
a Free French government in 
London. 
Mengin, too. was in 
London at the time, and in a 
position to follow the events 
closely — and with misgivings 
The impact of those critical 
developments during the years 
1940 to 1943 are still being felt 
throughout the world today 
Mengin tries hard to maintain 
the stance and tone of the ob­ 
jective observer as he com­ 
ments upon De Gaulle’s rapid 
ascent to power as a symbol of 
that which was yet unconquered 
in Frenchmen and in France. 
Rut Mengin is no neutral as 


far as De Gaulle is concerned. 
Almost from the outset, he con­ 
sidered De Gaulle an autocrat 
and glory-seeker. And that dis­ 
trust was to deepen. 
There are snatches of praise 
for De Gaulle — generally for 
his intelligence and dedication 
to purpose. But the accolades 
arc few and faint in compari­ 
son to the condemnation and 
charges 
that 
Mengin 
heaps 
upon the general’s erect figure. 
Mengin feels De Gaulle was 
guilty of a 
naked 
grab for 
power. That he accepted credit 
for exploits that were not his 
doing, that he used and desert­ 
ed those who worked for him. 
that he was never a democrat 
at heart, and that he acted al 
ways w'ith his own political fu­ 
ture foremost in mind 
The accusations are support­ 
ed persuasively. Mengin was a 
press attache at the French 
embassy in London at the time 
his country collapsed. His ef­ 
forts to play a more active role 
for Free France (later renamed 
Fighting France) were thwart­ 
ed by his refusal to swear an 
oath of personal allegiance to

Charles de Gaulle. He had to 
content 
himself with working 
in propaganda for the British 
until conditions changed and he 
could join the French navy as 
an officer without taking the 
oath. Then he served with great 
distinction 
Never 
did Mengin lose his 
distrust of De Gaulle, and it 
clearly lingers to this day. 
The journalist unquestionably 
was in a favorable position to 
observe 
and 
record astutely 
the events that saw De Gaulle 
climb from the status of a com 
paratively unknown and junior 
general officer to spokesman for 
and symbol of a people and 
their cause. 
His book makes interesting 
reading, not only for its revela­ 
tions of the De Gaulle character, 
but also for what it tells us 
about those other men—Church­ 
ill. Roosevelt, et al—who had 
the trying experience of work­ 
ing with the proud, intensely pa­ 
triotic, stiff-necked Frenchman, 
and for the behind-the-scenes' 
information 
it 
provides 
on 
many incidents that have re­ 
mained cloudy and confused 
As for De Gaulle, himself, 
perhaps the truest picture of 
that 
complicated 
personality 
can be attained by reading both 
Mengin’s book and the sharply 
contrasting memoirs of the gen­ 
eral himself There must have 
been more depth to Charles de 
Gaulle than one can detect by 
reading Mengin's book alone, 
just as there is more to De 
Gaulle today than the stubborn 
supernationalist 
who so 
tries 
the patience of France’s former 
friends. With all his faults, De 
Gaulle is one man 
who con­ 
tinues 
to strive positively 
for 
an easing of the Cold War. And 
in Algeria, he demonstrated a 
surprising flexibility and ability 
to face facts that his detractors 
have not always shown under 
similar circumstances 
With all its anti-Gaullist over­

Short Stories Whet The Appetite 
For Joanne Greenberg's Novels 


SU M M E R IN G by J o a n n e 


Greenberg, Holt. Rinehart and 


Winston, 208 pages, $4.95.

This is a versatile collection of 
s h o r t stories that does a re­ 
markable thing—it makes you 
just long to dash out and get 
the author's two previously pub­ 
lished full-length novels.

length novel. Mrs. Greenberg 
has written a historical novel 
about the Jewish sect in 12th 
Century England, and a modern 
piece, “ The Monday

pleasures to be anticipated. 
She is what I call “ a total 
writer,” a person with more 
than her fair share of the six 
senses. She sees and smells and 
hears and feels more deeply 
than others, and gets this sensi­ 
tivity across to the reader. 
One of the best stories is 
about a timid librarian in a 
town of the American South who 
joins a civil rights protest and 
is thrown into jail with a hate- 
filled Negro woman. It’s differ­ 
ent. It makes you think. 
The book’s title is from the 
last and longest story—also the 
best. An extremely touching tale 
of a young city girl’s summer 
visit to the hill country where 
she establishes a delicate rap­ 
port with a shy hill girl, it’s 
written with great beauty and 
meaning.

THE LAST G EN TLEM AN by 
W alker Percy, Farrar, Straus 
and Giroux Inc. 409 pages, 
$5.95.

Walker Percy, whose “ The 
Moviegoer” won the 1962 Na­ 
tional Book Award, again has 
an inquisitive Southern youth 
as the protagonist of his second 
novel as he draws him through 
situations of dilemma in b o t h 
frenetic city and S o u t h e r n 
small town living. 
The youth, Bill Barrett, be­ 
comes involved with the Vought 
family, whose daughter and the 
illness of their youngest son 
keep him in a series of baffle­ 
ments and reactions that have 
serio-comic overtones tlirough- 
out the book.

Choose Plants That Invite 


The Birds Into Your Yard 


Some people, when they hear birds in 
the garden, think only of driving them 
away. 


Others will do anything to attract 
feathered friends. 


If you side with the latter, you’ll be 
interested in what the California Assn. 
of Nurserymen has to say about planting 
to attract birds. 


FIRST IT SHOULD be noted that while 
some birds eat berries and will strip the 
pyracantha, these are few and far be­ 
tween. Most birds eat either bugs or 
seeds and in either case are very bene­ 
ficial for the gardener. 


Think of biixJs devouring weed seeds 
or caterpillars and you can’t help but 
to think of them as friends. 


Such being the case, let's look at the 
recommendations. 


First, birds like some sort of refuge 
from marauding cats, a place to feel safe 
when they build their nests. The above- 
mentioned 
pyracantha often provides 
such a sanctuary because it becomes, 
with age. a thorny fortress which cats 
avoid 


THE B E R R IE S MAY attract some 
birds also, but not until they are past 
their prime and ripe enough for the 
birds to enjoy. By this time the gar­ 
dener has usually had all the pleasure 
he could ask for from one shrub. 
Quinces are another bird refuge, for 
not even the meanest cat likes to probe 
their midst in search of game. Plant a 
hedge row of them and you'll not only 
have birds, you'll have the twin bonus 
of lovely spring flowers and summer- 
fall fruit to preserve. 
Carissa. or Natal Plum, is another 
thorny and highly useful shrub for both 
birds and humans. Its waxy white flow­ 
ers and edible fruit are best grown in 
Southern California but can be tried here 
as well. 


FOR HUM M INGBIRD lovers, p l a n t 
flowers that offer them the nectar they 
need: Fuchsias, honeysuckle, hibiscus, 
trumpet vine, coral bells, or shrimp 
plant. 
You could simply rig the garden with 
a hummingbird feeder or sugared water, 
but why not plant a natural feeder which 
you can enjoy along with the birds? 


Some Show-Offs That Shine In The Summer Sun 


Some plants, like some peo­ 
ple. perform best under a sum­ 
mer sun. 
in weather that would wilt a 
plastic 
flower, 
they 
blossom 
forth 
with 
spring 
freshness, 
sopping up the sun and asking 
for more. Call them ‘ summer 
showolfs,” if you will, and you 
won’t be wrong. 
One of the showiest in this 
group is the Crape Myrtle. When 
in full b l o o m , this striking 
shrub-tree a l m o s t radiates 
color, sporting a full head of 
crinkled, “ crape” like blooms 
in various shades. Nor is that 
the end of it. Earlier in the 


year Crape Myrtle give another 
show 
when the new 
foliage 
breaks with bronzy hues; and 
as the season progresses, the 
bark often splits to reveal a 
red undercoat. 


IT IS THE mass of summer 
blooms wh i c h makes Crape 
Myrtle really worth growing, 
however. These can be soft pink 
as 
with 
the 
variety 
“ Shell 
Pink,” white as with the va­ 
riety “ Snow White” and “ Glen­ 
dora White;” red or lavender- 
pink, as with the terrific new 
variety. “ Majestic Orchid.” 
There is an entire new family 
of dwarf Crape Mytles. too. 
with the same color range, and 
a size that fits smaller gar­ 
dens easily. Plant them in full 
sun. They perform best where 
the sun is hottest, which is why 
you see them more inland than 
here near the coast. 
The Eucalyptus family gives 
us several flowering specimens, 
but the showiest for summer is 
the 
Scarlet 
Flowering 
Gum 
Nurserymen say this is an Au­ 
gust bloomer, but experience 
shows us just as many of their 
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red-topped beauties in July 


THIS IS ONE eucalyptus that 
makes a fine street planting, for 
it is more compact and less 
prone to litter than some of its 
high, wide and handsome cous­ 
ins. Certainly there is no more 
vivid red to be found than in 
its fluffy flowers; 
though it 
must be confessed that not all 
of the “ S c a r 1 e t” Flowering 
Gums produce red flowers Pink 
flowered specimens are also to 
be found—and even sought out. 
for theirs is a fine show, also 
The Silk Tree, often called 
Mimosa by g a r d e n e r s who 
learned their plant nomencla­ 
ture in the East before coming 
West, is one tree we’d like to 
see more often. Its fern-like 
foliage and silky-pink flowers 
seem much too fragile to with­ 
stand summer sun, but the op 
posite 
is 
true. 
Perhaps 
the 
clean, fresh look can be attri­ 
buted to the fact that Silk Trees 
are deciduous, w h i c h gives 
them a new lease on life each 
year. 
Silk T r e e s are naturally 
spreading in habit and form a 
canopy that’s easily wider than 
the tree is high. This habit can 
be accentuated with judicious 
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use of the pruning shears: You 
simply top the tree and keep it 
topped. The spreading will take 
care of itself. 


THE JACARANDA is a fairly 
common sight in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, but according to the 
California Assn. of Nurserymen, 
is adaptable to a much wider 
climatic area than some think. 
Its magnificent head of blue 
flowers 
is showiest in early 
summer, but the blooms may 
linger for weeks, even months 
—to summer’s end. 
Many 
people 
mispronounce 
this unusual tree, calling it 
“ Hackaranda.” It is native to 
Brazil and called by them the

Construction Too Often 


Causes Needless Losses 


In new housing developments 
the lots that command the high­ 
est prices are those on which 
there are one or more large 
trees. 
The reasoning is sound — the 
purchaser does not have to wait 
years to have the physical com­ 
forts and landscape beauty m a­ 
ture trees give to a home. 


UNFORTUNATELY, s o m e ­ 
times the builder and workmen 
give little consideration to pre­ 
venting tree dam age during con­ 
struction activities. As a result, 
within a few months the new 
home owner may find that his 
prized trees are showing defin­ 
ite signs of pocr health. 
During building construction 
various forms of d a m a g e to 
trees may occur. These include 
mechanical injury to the trunk 


or branches, compaction of the 
soil over the roots, earth “ fills" 
and "cu ts" in lawn grading oper­ 
ations, and trenching for instal­ 
lation of underground utilities. 
When subjected to pressure or 
impact, tree b a r k separates 
easily from the sapvvood; often 
great sections of bark are torn 
from the trunk or branches brok­ 
en by carelessly driven trucks 
and other heavy equipment. The 
sam e equipment passing back 
and forth close to the tree and 
over the root spread area may 
so compact the soil surface that 
it interferes with the normal 
interchange of atmospheric and 
soil gases. 


IN GRADING a r o u n d new 
houses, it is common practice to 
spread the subsoil from base­ 
ment excavation over the lawn

area and cover it with a shallow 
layer of topsoil. 
Subsoil generally is composed 
largely of clay, and when it is 
placed above the roots of trees 
it acts in a manner sim ilar to 
that of compacted soil. It seals 
in the toxic gases formed in the 
decay of organic matter in the 
lower soil levels, and prevents 
penetration of water and air es­ 
sential to proper functioning of 


the roots. Affected trees usually 
show signs of deterioration with­ 
in a year after the “ fill" is plac­ 
ed. 
Occasionally in grading, the 
earth is cut away from trees and 
they are left standing on a small 
"islan d" of soil. Such earth cuts 
cannot be made without severing 
many of the side roots and, thus, 
damaging the tree. Often, too, 
roots are severed in trenching 


for water pipes and other under­ 
ground utilities. 
Most tree dam age caused in 
house construction and grading 
can be repaired if treatment is 
not too long delayed. In view of 
the value of established trees, it 
is advisable for the purchaser 
of a new home to employ a com­ 
petent arborist to inspect, and 
treat as needed, all trees on the 
property.

An Actor Turns To 


Soap Opera On TV

NEW YORK (AP) — Actors 
must be, or why should non-act- 
be an artistic breed apart. They 
must be, or why would nonact­ 
ing journalists constantly ask 
them why they took this part or 
that. 


And actors, rising gracefully 
to a silly question, faithfully 
play the game—the story “ex­ 
cited” them, the part had great 
•potential.” No one ever men­ 
tions the crass necessity of a job 
and income, although the high 
proportion of swimming pools 
and foreign sports cars to suc­ 
cessful actors indicates 
t h a t 
somebody thinks about jobs and 
incomes. 


IT 
WAS 
refreshing 
indeed 
when, asked what led him back 
to soap opera, Macdonald Carey 
replied 
frankly: 
“There 
just 
aren’t 
enough 
pictures 
being 
made in Hollywood. In fact. I’ve 
been going to Europe at least 
once a year for the past 10 to 
make movies. I had two plays 
and they both closed before 
we could get to Broadway. And 
with all the tours I’ve been on — 
eight plays and four musicals — 
I estimate that out of ‘24 years of 
my marriage, I’ve been at home 
about 12 altogether.” 


Carey now stars in NBC's 
serial, "Days of Our Lives,” a 
creation of the queen of the day­ 


time dramas. Irna Phillips. 
A r e s p e c t e d , established 
stage, screen and television ac­ 
tor, Carey seems to have trav­ 
eled in a big circle. Twenty- 
eight years ago he played a 
young doctor in NBC's radio 
soaper, “Woman in White.” Now 
he is a doctor again — and a 
grandfather — in the series that 
started last November 
Carey confessed that settling 
down to a regular acting job 
close to home — NBC studios 
are a 10 minute drive from his 
Beverly Hills home — did not 
turn out to be as simple as he 
anticipated. 


“IT TOOK ME a month to 
settle down to the business of 
learning a new part each day,” 
he said. “Even now there are 
some horrible moments, but the 
mind is getting greased and it 
is easier to work. Actually, the 
discipline is very good for the 
actor.” 
Carey said he has been im­ 
pressed by the quality of the 
writing in the series, and by the 
interesting themes being devel­ 
oped. 
“1 like to think it is a little 
different, too, because we have 
an agreement not play any of 
our parts as though we were 
sorry for ourselves.” he said.
